Three daya later, the same youtha'^^en- 
tered , the country club home of the 
Oneonta club, on the NIpperaink shores 
of Fox Lake and pursued identically the 
same tacUcs there. They took all they 
• could carry the first night, and return- 
ed the next night and completed the 
work almost completely stripping the 
club house of all furnlahinga. Both 
nights the club house was entered at 
9:30 in the same manner by prying open 
a window. 

On the some night they had planned 
to enter the Mineola hotel but were de- 
teredwhen offlcqfs of the law closed in 
upon them tightening the drag net 
which had been spread^ , Finally, De-

WARREN H. WILMOT DEAD 



Well Known Wnukcgnn Citizen Passes 
Away Following Operation 

Death finnlly conquered in the battle 
which Warren H. Wilmot deputy United 
Stntes marshal fougjit for the past 
aevcrai years, the end coming Sunday 
night nt 3:20 o'clock in McAlIater hospi- 
tal, Waukegan, from a complication of 
troubles. 

Mr. Wilmot waa bom on hia father's 
■farm, one mile west of the village of 
DeerHcld, on October 6th. 1855, was 
married on March 17th, 1880, to Minnie 
M. Vinlng, of Kankakee county, III,, 
who died December 2l8t, 1888; waa 
married to Eva V, Keyes on Peburay 
2f»th, 1890. He leaves surviving Mrs.' 
Eva V. Wilmot, his widow, and three 
daughters and two sons. Mrs. Edna 
Bennett and Arthur Wilmot,. of Paonnj 
Colorado, Mrs. Maude Kuebker, wife of 
Henry Kuebkcr. of Grayalake, III., L, 
J Wilmot of Waukegon, and Mra. 
Minnie Shoulta, of Amarilla, Texas, also 
a step-daughter, Mlsa Clara Keyea of 
Waukegan, and four brothers, Levi 
Wilmot, of Blaine, Washington. Roawell 
Wilmot of Baine. Washington, Lyman 
H. Wilmot of Eglon, -Washington, 
Roawell Wilmot of Hotchkiaa, Colorado, 
and Porter Wilmot of Evergreen, 
Colorado. 

He was a member of the board of 
supervlBora of Lake county from 1889 
to 1896; moved to Waukegan In 1898, 
waa appointed deputy. United States 
marshal In Octocber 1906, which posi- 
tion he held to the time of hts death. 

During his work for the government 
he WB^oneof. their most trusted men 
and was assigned manjf " Important and 
responaible mlaaiona. . Jn 1907 he was 
Mslgji^d: to duty of iacconipanying a 
Russian Jew to Europe, who Waa de- 
ported for having Illegally gained >d- 
misalon to the United State?. Later he 
waa sent to Bridish Columbia to arrest 
and bring brack to Chicago. Captain 
Keller, who was formerly an officer at 
Port Sheridan and had become a notori- 
ous criminal by forging pay-checks on 
the United States government, . 
: Mr.. Wilmot was a prornlnent member 
of the Modem Woodman, Masonic and 
others orders and probably has as large 
an acquantance as any. man In Lake 
C9,uo'yr amoDg all of whom he will be 
greatly missed.

. Waukegan and vicinity felt two dls- 
tinct earthquake shocks Tuesday morn- 
ing at 10:20 o'clock, about SO seconds 
apart The shocks felt were o port of 
a seismic disturbance which was felt 
ialongallne leading from Aurora and 
Lockport up north to Chicago and to- 
wards Waukegan. It is a singular fact 
that the shock extended along just the 
same line that reported a disturbance 
about two years ogo. At that time, it 
is recalled, Waukegan felt the shock 
and Inquiry In Chicago revealed the 
fact that Aurorlerend cities In that sec- 
tion had felt it" 

The shocks In Waukegan were plainly 
felt and, immediately afterwords phones 
were kept busy by persons asking if the 
shocks had been felt Many naturally 
asked , if the power mills (it Pleasant 
Prairie had again exploded, but inquiry 
showed at once that It waa plainly an 
earthquake and nothing else. 

The shocks were far, from as severe 
as those felt when the powder mills 
blew up.

While Playinc With fire Highland 
Child Meets With Accident 

Ellen Murphy, the three-year-old 
daughter of Mr. and Mrs. H.. Murphy 
of Highland Park Is lying at the Aurus- 
tona hospital, Chicago, in a'aerious con- 
dition aa a result of bums sustained 
while ploying about a bonfire at' tlieir 
Highland Park home last Friday after- 
noon. 

Details .of the accident are lacking, 
as apparently no one saw the .little 
child failUito the flames. Witli her 
two brothers Howard and James, little 
Ellen was asaiating in starting a boi.- 
fire in the back yard of their ho^nel 
The two brothers returned to the house 
to bring another supply of papers to 
place on the fire, and while Inside, heard 
aterrified scream of their slater. 

Rushing out Into the yard, they dis- 
covered her wrapped In flames, her 
clothing in some manner having ignited. 
Throwing off their coats they made ef- 
forts to extinguish the fiamea, and 
finally succeeded, but not before the 
little girl had been terribly burned. , 

The child was picked upunconacious', 
and carried Into" the house, and a physi- 
cian was summoned. Later she was 
removed to the Augustnna hospital, 
Chicago, where it Is feared she has 
been fatally burned. The two broth- 
era ore Heartbroken over the Occident, 
and blame themselves for the accident, 
in leaving the slater alone at the fire.

Judge Charles Whitney of WautcegaH 
said hia son is worried over the effort 
of the treaty abrogation and confirmed, 
the news that young Whitney:isin Lon-' 
don as.a.firat result of the Taft <tep. 

Judge Whitney when interview on the 
story made the followlng'statement: 

"The article in the Record (Herald 
relative to Fred Brown Whitney and 
the Russian government insofar as It 
purports to be based on an Interview 
.with me is false and sensational. I did 
not Inforni that paper or anyone that 
Fred had been forced to flee from St 
Poterburg, but quite the opposite— that 
Fred started to return to St Peters- 
burg one year ago but hod nof yet gone 
there and that he was in London. 
/ "I was asked what efi'ect the abro- 
gation of the Russia treaty would have 
on contracts with the Russian govern- 
ment and I said I did not know and that 
I (not my son) was somewhat worried 
over the situation. 

* 'I gave the paper my son's London 
addresa and said they could learn all 
about It by" co'mmunlcoting with him. 
That is nil there is that I known about 
on which to base a story that President 
Toft's Russia policy had forced an 
American to flee from Russia, It Is all 
gotten up for aenaational newspaper 
effect It was not founded on fact, any 
more than waa the atory of the politi- 
cian about what happened when he waa 
aheriff^ 

"An old acquaintance, upon hearing 
the story, aald to the politican: "Will 
you please tell us when you were sher- 
Ifn" The' politician replied: \*'What 
I said was founded on fact I was not 
exactly a sheriff, but I was a candidate 
for consteble a good many years ago, 
bpt I was on the wrong ticket and got 
defeated".

Stroke of rParatysis Ends Life of weallhly 
Dealer In Caipets and Rugs 

Orio Wright Richardson, millionaire 
carpet and rug merchant, ditd on New 
Years doy at hia residence, 528 East 
34th street Chicago. His death which 
was sudden was caused by parnlysis. 

Hia health hod been excellent for 
years except for a alight stroke of 
paralysis last August, from which he 
seemed to have recovered. He was 
feeling unusually well until 3:30 o'clock 
when members of his family saw him 
alive the the last time. He arose early, 
telephoned New-Yeor's wishea to hia 
children and In the midafternoon ;retir- 
ed to hia room to write some postcards 
and take a nap. 

Ho sent a servant to bring something 
to him and when the man returned he 
found Mr. Richardson lying dead on the 
floor. He had undressed for hia nap, 

Mr. Richardson was bom in Orland, 
Ind., Jan. 5, 1844, the son of Dr.' S. D. 
and Lura Choato Richardson. He was 
educated in the public schools of Cen- 
terville and Three Rivers, Mich., and in 
1868 married Miss Kate Tiffany at Dav- 
enport, la. There were four children 
bom to this union later he married Miss 
Laura M. Llndley at Ansonia, Conn., In 
1891. He is survived by.two8|atera and 
a brother. 

Mr. Richardson In 1875 eatabllahed 
the wholeaale and retail carpet and rug 
trade now conducted by W. Richard- 
son & Co., of which he was the presi- 
dent 

For aeveral years he hod spent* his 
winters traveling,' this being the first 
he spent at home recently. A year ago 
he made a trip around the world upon 
which he wrote for private diathbutlon 
among his friends a book describing his 
experiences. 

For many years the deceased had 
maintained a summer home at Clionnell 
and waa very well known at this place 
His generous nld to the Antioch Hill- 
side Cemetery Association -and to the 
Ladies Aid of the M. E. church'ond his

Claims Against the Government for $1 1 6,- 
000,000 Given Status in Court 

Kenosha speculatora are at last 
to get hold of the famous old 
claim of the esfete of the late Charies 
Durkee, former United States senator 
from Wisconsin, against the United 
States government Thursday morn- 
ing County Judge George W. Taylor 
signed an order giving Henry J. Hast- 
ings, recently named OS administrator 
de bonis non for the estate, power to 
comproniiae claims for assets of the 
estate on a 50 per cent bosls and to 
permit the administrator to employ J. 
J. Souder of Washington to collect the 
alleged assets of the estate. Souder is 
to have as his assistant J. C. Stoner of 
Washington. The two men have been 
at work on the Durkee claims for more 
than twenty years. 

It IS decloretflhot they hove never 
been able to get the claims properly 
Into court on occount of the fact they 
had no authority to act, but the order 
of Judge Taylor gives them full power 
to proceed ond-coUect osseta of the 
estote, with the understanding that 60 
percent is to be turned over to Keno- 
sha county, and the collectors are to 
get an added 5 per cent for collection. 
It la now claimed that the value of 
the eatate will exceed $115,000,000, and 
that Souder and Stoner have found 
former ofliciala of the United States 
government produced proof that the 
claim is valid. It Is asserted that these 
men hove msisted that they be paid 
one-half the total £^mourit collected for 
their aid in proving the claim. The 
court has now given- the promoters o 
chance to meet these men and get the 
case Into court Souder and Stoner 
hove declared to heirs that there is ab- 
solutely no doubt but that a vast sum 
of money will be realized.— Kenoaha 
News.

The spray known as "lime sulphur" 
la a mixture of chemical compounds 
formed by boiling lime and sulphur 
together. Practically this same aub- 
atunce has long been used as a sheep 
dip on account of Its Inaectlcldal prop- 
erties, although it was not used for 
San Jose scale until ISSG. sixt'een 
years after the Importation of this 
post from China into California. San 
Jose scale was flrst discovered in the 
eastern part of tho United States in 
181*3, and In 1894 a circular was is- 
sued by the division of entomology of 
the United States department of agri- 
culture, in which attention was called 
to Its presonce In Virginia, Maryland 
and Florida, Tho Experiment Station 
Hecord of March, 1894. had tho fol- 
lowing to say concerning Its appear- 
ance in the east: "This insect, which 
Is the. most serious insect enemy 
which Erowera of California have to 
contend with, has within the last year 
been introduced Into tho east, pro.t>- 
ably It la thought, through nursery 
stock procured from Callfomhi." It 
was first discovered in Illinois in ISUG, 
and so rapid was Its spread that ten 
years later one-half of tho counties of 
this state were known to be infested, 
although 80 per cent of tho infested 
orchards were lu Ave counties. Ac- 
cording to tho Illinois department of 
entomology there are still consider- 
able areas of this state which ore free ' 

AZOTURIA AND ITS 
PROPER TREATMENT 

By DR. DONALD M'INTOSH, 
University of Illinois. 

Azoturla Is a disease peculiar to tho 
horse and has not been known to oc- 
•cur in any other animal. It is a dis- 
ease associated with disturbed assim- 
ilation "and characterized by musculo- 
nervoua spasms of tho muscles of the 
hips and loins and the discharge of 
high-colored urino. It la caused by al- 
lowing a horse that la In good condi- 
tion and that baa had regular work 
every day to stand In tho stall on full 
feed without exercise. This disease 
can, therefore, always be prevented. by 
cutting down the feed of the animal 
when' wo know that It will not be 
worked for a fow days, or giving it 
regular exercise and half an ounce of 
nitrate of potassium at a dose in the 
drinking water or a small bran mash 
.twice a day. . This will stimulate the 
kidneys and help to remove uric acid 
and urea from the system. As soon as 
tho animal shows ^mptoms of stiff- 
ness It should bo stopped at onco, no 
matter where It Is, even In the middle 
of the street, as It Is dangerous to 
continue driving even for a few yards. 
If the animal is stopped at once, the 
disease seems not to progress, and aft- 
er resting ffor an hour or two the ani- 
mal can then bo slowly taken to tho 
stable and no medicine will be needed. 

Symptoms: When tho horse Is taken 
out of tho stable after being Idle It 
usually starts oH in higher spirits than 
usual, but after going a short dis- 
tance It will hang back and show some 
Btlffnesa lri,ono of both hind legs-it 
will break out in profuse sweat a!nd 
show signs of pain and If driven on 
will likely fall down and be unable to 
rlso; tho muscles of the hips and 
loins will swell and become hard; it 
wiir show symptoms of great pain by 
tho constant moycmenta of its head 
and forelegs; ' the breathing will be- 
come full and fast and tho tempera- 
turo will rlso to 104' or 105, and If tho 
aJalmal Is not properly treated It will 
usually die In 24 to 48 hours. ■ , 

Treatment: When a horse gets 
down and the muscles of the loins and 
hipa becomo swollen and hard it Is 
necessary to soften the muscles as 
soon as possiblo and this 1b bestdono 
by putting a new Cayed sheepskin over 
tho loins nnd hlpa with tho fleshy side 
next to the skin of tho horse; then 
putting a blanket over tho sheepsklb 
and tying It on to keep tho akin In 
place. This wlljcroato- a great heat 
and .copious porsplVatlon which wilL 
boon relieve the' pain ahd'- soften the 
muBcloB. U ^aaheepEklh cannot bo 
had, use blankol8:Hhrea will be; neces- 
sary. Dip one into' boiling Water and 
wring it out, then put it over the lulns 



from tho post. In 1908 less than 4 
per cent of tho orchards In what wo 
call unlnfested territory wore really 
infested with the San Jose scale, and 
there is still abundant reason to take 
every precaution against Its dlsaem- 
Ination." 

The only practicable way of' con- 
trolling San Jose scale la to sprajf for 
it when tho trees aro dormant; -at 
that time the foliage la out of the 
way, so that tho tree may be entirely 
'covered with a corrosive substanco 
strong enough ,to act upon the armor 
of tho scalo with no ill effects upon 
tho tree. It has been deflnltely shown 
that spraying In the spring as lato as 
possible is more effective than spray- 
ing In the falL Tho treos must be 
thoroughly covered ; every scalo 
missed 'la a starter for fresh tnfcc- 
Uon. 

It is interesting to note tho vary- 
ing formulae' at first used in malUng 
limo sulphur — In Bome cases two or 
even two and a half times as much 
lime as sulphur was used. Tlila 
caused a rapid crystal Izatlon on cool- 
ing, and thus rendered the product Im- 
possible to store and Inconvenient to 
use; at the same time probably les- 
sening its efficiency. 

The present formula, as worked out 
In this laboratory, and with which 
recent chemical results In other states 
aro In accord, calls for one part of 
lime and two ports of sulphur, in 
using this ratio . no dlfflculty Is ex- 
perienced In storing or using the 
product 1 

and hip with a dry blanket ou top to 
keep In the heat; In half an hour dip 
the third blanket in the boiling water 
and wring It out, then remove the first 
wet blanket aod put the third hot, wot 
blanket on with the dry one on top 
as before. The changing of the blank 
ets should be dono as quickly as pos- 
sible, so that the skin of the horso 
will not get timo to cool. The hot 
blankets should be changed every half 
hour and continued until tho muscles 
soften and the animal is able to rise. 
It usually takes about 12 or 15 hours 
to do this. The horse should bo given 
ono ounce aromatic spirits of ammo- 
nia and two ounces sweet spirits of 
nltro at a dose In a pint of water 
every half hour until four doses havo 
been taken. , 

If the above treatment is well done, 
the. animal will usually recover. Aft- 
er tho animal Is able to stand and Is 
beginning to oat, give half an oupee 
nitrate of potassium at a dose twice a 
day, In the drinking water or In Us 
food for three days. If the horse should 
show any symptoms of stiffness after 
tho convalescence, give one dram 
fluid extract of nux vomica In half n 
pint or cold water twico a day and con- 
tinue It for a week, or longer, If 
needed.

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Wbcn tho historian of the future rec- 
ord 8 Uio cvcnta of tho yonr 1911, ho 
will lay particular atresB on the poll, 
tlcal and Boclal unost throughout tho 
world.

It was world-wide, Involving practical- 
ly every nation, both clvUIzod and un- 
civilized.

3 opposed to representative govern- 
nenL Campafgna on graft have been 
"raged with flerco resolution by city, 
tate and federal authorities, not only 
n all cornera of the United States, but 
broad as well. 

The McNamara dynamiting case, tho
